WHEREAS, the management of waste materials is a critical 
issue in our nation, State and City; and 


WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne 
has determined that it is in the best interests of the City 
to promote recycling of discarded waste materials; and 


WHEREAS, recycling and conservation has been shown to be 
an effective way to reduce the build-up of waste materials. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT: 


SECTION 1. The City administration shall, within 45 
days, present to the Common Council and implement a plan for 
the collection and sale for recycling of discarded waste 
materials such as "white paper" generated by the operation of 
municipal government within the City-County Building. 


SECTION 2. The City administration shall appoint a task 
force to research methods and develop a written plan to 
compost organic materials; to recycle discarded waste 
materials, including but not limited to glass, plastics, 
paper and metals; to restrict the purchase of hazardous 
materials; and to encourage the purchase of recycled 
materials by the public and private sectors in this city and 
by all of its citizens. The report of this Task Force shall 
be presented in writing to the Common Council on or before 
July 1, 1989. 


SECTION 3. It is suggested that the Task Force he 
comprised of: 


1). Representatives of: The Board of Public Works of 
the City of Fort Wayne, the Mayor's Office, the 
Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, and the 
Fort Wayne-Allen County Board of Health ; and 


2). An individual active ina neighborhood association 
within the City of Fort Wayne; and 


3). A member of an environmental organization located 
within the City of Fort Wayne; and 


4). An individual involved in solid waste business; and 
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SECTION 4. The City Purchasing Department is encouraged 

to include in all appropriate bid specifications, a 

request for recycled materials. All other 
City Departments shall be instructed by the City 
Administration to reduce the purchase and use of hazardous 
materials wherever possible. A written report of the 
effectiveness of these directives shall be presented to 
the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, within one year 
after the date of the passage of this resolution.
